* The new t'ollege of Engineer- 
ing of Northwesterp University at 
Eviimston, HI., willTie in.full oper- 
ation at the beginning ^of the 
scluMil yeitr next aiitump.' 

A five-yc^ir course of .study is 
planned. The tsudies of the first 
four years of this course ^^ulfil all 
requirements fo^ The Ifiieral krts 
degree of bacbeldr pf sri^nce,^ 
which will be conferred on stu- 
dents at the end of this tertu. On 
the completion., pf the full five- 
year course a haclrfrloifs degree in 
engineering will he given. In the 
third year the c<iurse in i ’ . 
will embrace electricity and mag- 
netism. Direct-current work will 
be taken up in the fourth year, 
and alterfiating-current phenom- 
ena and applications in the fifth 
year. 

In generaT, if may he said that 
the jnirpo.se underlying the in- 
struction in the’new tkillege of 
Engineering is to teach broad, 
fundamental principles, devoting 
\ Special attention to the cultural 
\. studies m the earlier years of the 
'Cour.se, allowing students to spe- 
cialize in the later yeai's. The idea 
is to deyelop general education 
and to cultivate the thinking 
power of the student. Much at- 
tjention is paid to mathematics, 
physics and other .sciences fund- 
amental to engineering. Practical 
work is to he given as much atten- 
tion as is consistent with the pur- 
, pose of the school. There will be 
«iim!mer terms, and the Time gain- 
ed in these suiniiler terms and by 
adding a; year, making a five-year 
course, is thought to lie sufficient 

to take care of the practical work.

The building is the gift of Mrs. 
Gustavns R Swift, of Chicago, 
and is a fa njgibYe evidence of part 
of tjie $1,000,000 which was raised 
in behalf of the University two or 
three years ago. Mr. Pidward F. 
Swift, a son of Mrs. Swift, at the 
same time gave $50,000, the inter- 
est upon which is to be used for' 
the maintenance of tfie building. 
The interior of the building is Con- 
structed with concrete' founda- 
tions, brick walls, and reinforced 
.concrete floors and stairways. The 
surfaces of the floors and' stair- 
ways are of sinooth-tinish con- 
crete. The only wood used is in 
the doors and window casings and 
jn the rafters of the roof.

p6wer of granting degrees of 
learning. It i^ figured that by 
this device the goods can lie deliv- 
ered at the cost of about $134 for 
nthe four years’ course. By this

him, on the ground that he has 
jio spiritualizing infliielices In the 
home. It is sheer nonsen, se, in^ 
i View pf actual history, to a.Ssiime 
such an attitude, and it is well- 
nigh insulting to the student of 
small means. The allimni list.s of 
all the American colleges are rich 
in the names of honored arid dis- 
tingiiishetl men who have had to 
make their own way in the world 
— who have walked, if need lie, 
from their native farmsj to the 
nearest college town, settled down . 
to the grim work of earning their 
way unaided, and have won but. 
Xo mollycoddles these, whining 
alKiut lack of opportunity and the 
college for “tlie privileged, few^ 
waiting apathetically for the perils 
patetic culture, but the stern stuff 
of which a nation’s greatness is 
built. Theiv are hundreds of 
them in the colleges today, and 
they will lie heard from later. 
They ai'e a jwwer for good in the 
life of the college as they havel 
always lieen, liecause they meaii 
bnsine.ss, and theirs is the “collegb 
spirit” that the promotei*s of the 
' present makeshin denounce as an 
aristocratic .idea importeil froni 
England, v ^ 

Massachusetts has already a 
round dozen of higher institutions^ 
of lea rri i ng. I f a ny more a i-e iva 1 - 
ly needed, the old t’oiiunonwealtli 
ni|4ist lie in a bad way. The most 
seriously objectionable feature of 
the present proposal is that, with 
utterly insufficient equipment, it 
proposes to give ithe semblance 
and the name of a college educa-'' 
tion while nece.s.sariiy unable' to 
give its Substance. ..To come to, 
particulars, how WQiild the lalxira- 
tory cotirses fare, and what kind 
of instruction could lie exjiected 
iri them? The present promoters 
ask now merely the privil^e of 
granting the A.IJ. and A.M! de- 
grees, but when the poor, dear stu- 


dent wants to enrich his course 
with science and professional 
studies, the demand for the B.S., 
D.Sc., LL.B., M.D., E.E. and 
other degrees will be too strong to 
resist. And evidently with several 
great institutions granting a de- 
gree for a three years’ course, that, 
too, will have to follow, and we 
.shall have the edifying spectacle 
of fifty high sc'hools, with their 
meager equipment and overwork- 
ed teachers, grinding out profes- 
sional! degi-ees with none to say 
them nay, save the promulgators 
of this unique scheme, whose wis- 
dom and respect . for thorough 
schbjarship are sufficiently in evi- 
dence already. It would seem that 
with jthe high schools and their 
auxiliflrj' private institutions, the 
excellent clas.ses of the Y. M. C. A. 
and similar Ixalies, enough oppor- 
tunity now exists oelow the college 
grade, except as there is a nee<i 
for, the thorough and genuine 
trade and coirimercial school. If 
the promoters of get-ciilture-qnick 
methods 'would turn the.r atten- 
tion to these neglected matters 
there might be opportunity for do- 
ing something really effective, pro- 
vided they were capable of the 
thoroughness which is demanded 
in so serious a ta.sk. Good prac- 
tical scliools of this class are ini- 
poidant in function, but all too 
few. For every college and uni- 
versity, Using tbe.se terms in tlieir 
la'tter sense, there are needed half 
a dozen of these eminently useful 
institutions, and their foundation 
would lie a great public benefit. 
There are already, in fact, more 
alleged colleges and iim verities 
than lire necessary efficiently to 
serve the community. If endow- 
fnents for higher learning are 
available, they can do better work 
by providing equipment and schol- 
arship in existing institutions 
than by adding to the number still 
more of inferior grade. Intensive 
rather than extensive work is the 
need of American erliication. From 
the Kindergarten up, the superfi- 
cial has lieen too much at a pre- 
mium. Ijet ns have no more, but 
less of it . — Electrical World.
